Saturday Parking Problem 

Parking facilities in the business section of Vul- 
dan, particularly on Saturdays, have’been the subject 
of discussion and criticism.at meetings of various or¬ 
ganizations in the district recently. 

The farm population of the Vulcan district is 
most directly affected by lack of parking space on 
Saturdays and this is a problem which has been grow¬ 
ing steadily worse as the town has expanded and has 
become a shopping centre for a larger area. 

Space for “downtown" parking is, naturally, lim¬ 
ited by the size of the business section, but we believe 
that if proper use were made of the space available 
the situation would show considerable improvement. 
The present haphazard method of diagonal parking, 
with, sometimes four or five feet of space between ad¬ 
jacent cars, can surely be regulated so that cars are 
parked more closely together. We’re not going to sug¬ 
gest exactly how this can be done, although some sys¬ 
tem of markers for each car space should be feasible. 

Regulations regarding the parking of cars and 
trucks, town speed limits, etc., are already on the 
books of the Town of Vulcan. Enforcement of these 
regulations would be a step in the right direction. 

Improvement of parking facilities and regulation 
of motor traffic within the town is the responsibility 
of the town authorities. The busy Christmas shopping 
season is practically here and the usual Saturday 
night congestion of cars can be expected to be worse 
than ever. Let’s have some effort made now to mark 
the streets or otherwise control diagonal parking in 
the business section.

Worth Investigating 

Vulcan has the best swimming pool of any town 
its size in Alberta. It also has what may well be the 
largest curling rink of any town in the 1,000 to 2,000 
population bracket. But the latter is strictly a cold- 
weather rink—when the Chinook blows and mild wea¬ 
ther creeps in curling just naturally comes to a halt. 

Macleod curlers have artificial ice and we believe 
that Clareshoim curlers have installed or are about to 
install an artificial ice plant. Now we’re not going to 
come forth with the suggestion that Vulcan curlers 
should have artificial ice, but we do know (and we. 
don’t curl, ourselves) that it’s a dam nice thing to 
have. Even in the past few years we can think of time 
after time when bonspiels were disrupted or cancelled 
because of a prolonged mild spell, and if an artificial 
ic plant is the answer to this problem maybe local 
curlers could at least look into the idea. 

It won’t hurt to have the information regarding 
the cost of an artificial ice plant and how these other 
towns financed their plants, even if such information 
is not used for several years.

C. S. Noble Honored 


The Advocate joins in extending congratulations 
to Charles S. Noble, well known farmer and manufac¬ 
turer of Nobleford, whose contribution to improve- 
m:nt of farming practices in Southern Alberta have 
been recognized by the University of Alberta, which 
has conferred on him the degree of honorary doctor 
of laws. 

Dr. Noble was born in Iowa and settled in the 
Clareshoim district in 1903, before moving east to the 
district which bears his name. Like all other farmers, 
he has seen good years and bad, but through study of 
the problems confronting him and adoption of modem 
methods he has become outstanding in his field. In 
1943 he was made a Member of the British Empire. 

The Wheat Pool Budget says: Dr. Noble has done 
more than any other individual in developing a cultur¬ 
al method which effectively minimizes soil eroson, de¬ 
stroys weed growth and preserves soil moisture. He 
invented, and is manufacturing on a large scale, the 
implement known as the Noble blade. In operation 
this implement travels below the surface of the soil, 
and other surface trash is little disturbed. It has been 
proven that this cultural method prevents wind ero¬ 
sion to a greater extent than any other idea that has 
ever been put into practice. It is even more effective 
than strip farming. 

The first indication of the danger of Widespread 
wind erosion occurred in southern AllBerta in the 
spring of 1920 when a series of wind storms filled 
road sides and covered fences with rich top-soil. In 
June of that year 75,000 acres of rich soil blew out in 
the area now known as the Lethbridge Irrigation Dis¬ 
trict. Windy springs have occurred at intervals in suc¬ 
ceeding years dnd aroused apprehension, not only

Continua¬ 
tion of such erosion might well have destroyed tjie 
fertility of a<;res of land and brought about extensive 
de-population of wide areas. 

Mr. Noble devoted many years tj> seeking a sol¬ 
ution to the problem in the course of which he con¬ 
sulted with agricultural and mechanical authorities. 
The man had an ingenious turn of mind and he deeid- 
ed to construct an implement which would be a sub¬ 
stitute for the plow, the tiller and the cultivator, and 
leave the soil less susceptible to wind erosion. The re¬ 
sult was the Noble blade which is now being used ex¬ 
tensively in the prairie areas of Western Canada and 
in the Western United States as far south as Texas.

Wiring For Good Fighting 

If your farm is td be electrified 
soon you need to make plans for 
the best use of thd new service. Or 
perhaps you have electricity now 
but have already said. "If I were 
starting over again In that 
case you may want to extend or 
improve your lighting ‘installation 
before long and will also need a 
plan. 


Use noncorrosive materials such 
as porcelain o r. mo lded plastic box¬ 
es and composition-insulated wire. 
Avoid pull chains; if you must use 
them, make sure that each one 
bus an insulated link. See that 
there are no bare wiles exposed 
and that there is proper ground¬ 
ing of wiring and equipment. Out¬ 
lets for portable lamps and equip¬ 
ment should be provided when 
■wiring is- installed. Low-wattage 
equipment may be used on light¬ 
ing circuits, but circuits of heav¬ 
ier wire._are needed for larger
